City Plans 11% Mill Reduction 


The City of Grayling will slice 1.25 mills off their millage 
levy if their proposed 1982-83 budget is passed. 

If the budget is approved, the millage will drop from 1442 
to 1344 mills - the sixth time in 10 years the city has lowered 
their levy. Since 1972, Grayling has reduced millage rates 
from 23.34 to 14% last year. 

“Our real growth, as opposed to increases by inflation, 
has allowed us to do this,’ City Manager Jerry Morford said. 

Despite dropping the levy over the last ten years, the city 
has added services such as garbage collection, which costs 
about two mills a year. 


Grayling Man Charged in Fatal Accident 


Wayne Detloff, 19, has been charged with involuntary 
manslaughter in connection with a two-car accident that lead 
to the death of a 56-year-old Roscommon man Saturday, 
April 24, 

A car driven by Detloff allegedly crossed the center line 
on M-76 about one-half mile east of I-75 in Roscommon Coun- 
ty and struck a vehicle driven by Huber Franz. Gerrish. 
Township and Roscommon Village rescue crews worked a 
half-hour freeing the two men from the wreckage and Franz 
died about two hours later at Grayling Mercy Hospital. 

Detloff demanded preliminary examination to the 
charge at District Court in Roscommon last week.

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Schools Propose 
1-Mill Reduction

The Crawford AuSable 
Board of Education voted 
unanimously Monday to cut 
one mill off their renewal 
request on this June’s ballot. 

The school district will ask 
for a three-year renewal of 
16.9 mills — a one-mill 
from the 17.9 
renewal passed last June. 

School officials —_ said 
another drop in the millage 
is expected in June when ap- 
proximately .78 mills is 
knocked off a three-mill debt 
retirement levy. 

Even with the ijower 
millage, Superintendent 
William Diedrich said many 
education cuts made last 
year can be restored thanks 
to a bigger tax base from 
Weyerhaeuser and other 
new construction in the 
district. Weyerhaeuser alone 
is expected to contribute 
$288,000 in taxes to the 
schools next year. The 
schools can also ask for less 
millage in 82-83 because they 
won’t have a $117,000 debt to 
start with or large unem- 
ployment payments as they 
did in 81-82. 

Before passing the millage 
proposal, the board ap- 
proved a preliminary budget 
restoring many education 
programs to 80-81 levels 
before last year’s cuts. The 
proposed budget calls for 
opening Frederic Elemen- 
tary, bringing back 20 em- 
picyees laid off iast year, 
reducing class sizes, and 
opening all four libraries. 

In addition to hiring hack 
15 teachers, three library

Dangers of 


Sinless Perfection 

Last week we saw two 
things which make sinless 
perfection impossible for a 
human being in this life. Fir- 
st, the very nature of sin, and 
second, the high standard of 
Jesus Christ. Jesus Christ 
alone has remained sinless 
upon this earth. All other 
humans are sinners lost or 


sinners saved by grace. 
To avoid all misunder- 
standing, we are not 


criticizing or condemning 
people. I have had many 
family members and close 
friends whom I love dearly, 
who have been deceived by 
this teaching. Many of these 
people are wonderful people 
who have never been taught 
Bible truth on sanctification. 
The following are a few of 
many dangers of teaching 
sinless perfection. 

1. It creates an artificial 
division among the 
Christians between the 
“carnal” Christian and the 
“spiritual” Christian. To 
these people you are only 
half there when you get 
saved. You must go forward 
to the altar again to have a 
second work of grace before 
you can become sinless or 
perfect as a Christian. 

2. It deceives people into 
becoming self-righteous. 
Those who claim such high 
standards do not expect or 
look for areas of sin in their 
daily lives. Those who claim 
such high standards are 
quicker to judge those who 
don’t have such claims. They 
encourage others to go for- 
ward to the altar and pray 
for the second word of 
Grace. 

3. It creates frustration 


and guilt in honest 
Christians who realize that 
their second work of grace is 
not working. They _ still 
realize they have sin 
problems in their lives and 
they feel guilty because they 
are not supposed to have 
any. These people are often 
viewed as the most ‘‘holy”’ 
because they keep going 
back to the altar again and 
again expecting to gain more 
victory over sin.

panies-including Michigan Bell - and 
allowing them to stay competively 
healthy saving Michigan customers 
some $2 billion over the next eight 
years. 

Commission Chairman Eric 
Schneidewind called on the public to 
support the legislation. 

The commissioners said they 
would file a detailed list of their ob- 
jections to the devestiture agree- 
ment between AT&T and the 
Federal Department of Justice in 
federal district court in Washington. 

The divestiture agreement was 
reached last January and is under 
review by the federal court before 
they accept or reject it. 

Under the agreement, Michigan 
Bell and 21 other telephone com- 
panies would be cut loose from 
AT&T. 

The PSC members said the 
divestiture would double basic tele- 
phone rates because revenues from 
Yellow Pages advertisements and 
long distance calls -which have sub- 
sidized rates in the past - could no 
longer subsidize basic rates. 

In response to criticisms about 
the divestiture, HR 5158 was intro- 
duced in Congress and recently was 
approved by a House subcommittee. 
With some minor changes, the 
measure would allow for divestiture 
without tne problems posed by the 
agreement. 7

For example, the bill would allow 
Michigan Bell to maintain Yellow 
Pages advertising, which would be 
taken away from them under the 
consent agreement. 

Michigan Bell and other divested 
companies would also be permitted 
to purchase equipment from the 
lowest cost suppliers instead of 
being required to purchase the 
equipment from Western Electric, 
another AT&T affiliate, as the 
agreement stipulates. 

Housing Authority Begins 
Pilot Project on Rental Property 
Seven cities have been selected by 

the Michigan State Housing 
Development Authority for a $3.6 
million pilot program for moderate 
rehabilitation of rental housing. 

The authority will use about $2.3 
million from its reserves to make 
second mortgage loaris to landlords, 
at 10 per-cent interest, to upgrade 
housing units while city funds total- 
ing $1.3 million will be used for low 
interest loans, construction finan- 
cing or grants to reduce the amount 
of the loan, 

Richard Helmbrecht, director of 
the authority, said moderate rehab 
could become a major program in 
the 1980's, replacing rental housing 
subsidy programs now being phased 
out by the federal government. 

The pilot program will provide 
funds for rehabilitation of about 550 
units. 

Helmbrecht said the authority 
will use the experience for a larger 
program backed by revenue bonds 
and involving thousands of units a 
year. 

Moderate rehabilitation includes 
such work as bringing the building 
up to code, repair or replacement of 
electrical or plumbing systems and 
energy conservation improvements.

- Morels in Michigan 


Gail Edwards, Home Eco, 

In Michigan, more! mush- 
rooms fruit most heavily in 
May. The true morel has a 
hollow, cone-shaped pitted 
head connected at its base to 
the hollow neck. Several 
species of morels provide 
good eating. 

To bring home safe and 
edible products, follow the 
guidelines below: 

1. Know exactly what you 
are looking for and recheck 
mushrooms to be sure all are 
safe for eating. Inexperien- 
ced mushroom hunters 
should equip themselves 
with good reference books 
and an experienced guide. 

2. Use shallow, flat, rigid 
containers for collecting. A 
box or basket is best. Paper 
bags and plastic bags do not 
guard against breakage. 
Plastic bags also cause the 
mushrooms to seat and dis- 
integrate quickly. It takes 
only a few hours to turn your 
hard day’s work into a slimy 
mush if mushrooms aren’t 
treated gently. 

3. Collect only young, fresh 
mushrooms for best quality. 

4. Keep your basket of 
mushrooms as clean and 
dirt-free as possible. Trim 
off the lower parts of the 
mushroom neck and wipe it 
free of dirt before placing 
the mushrooms in the 
basket. 

5. Keep the mushrooms in 
the shade and as cool as 
possible. Allow free cir- 
culation of air. Keep the 
mushrooms cool in tran- 
sport, too. The trunk of your 
car is much warmer than the 
passenger area. 

6. Clean, cook and/or 
process mushrooms as soon 


of water for 5 minutes to 
keep them from darkening. 
Remove from antidarkening 
solution and steam. Steam 3 
minutes for small 
mushrooms and pieces and 5 
minutes for larger mush- 
rooms. Cool in cold water. 
Drain. Pack in containers, 
leaving 1/2-inch head space. 
Seal and freeze. 
Canning 

Clean mushrooms. Several 
soakings in water may be 
necessary. Split caps length- 
wise to check for spoilage or 
insects. Cut into 1-inch 
chunks, 

Steam mushrooms for 4 
minutes or heat -in a covered 
saucepan for 15 minutes. 
Pack hot mushrooms to 
within 1/2 inch of top of jars. 
Add boiling-hot cooking 
liquid or hot water to cover 
mushrooms, leaving 1/2-inch 
headspace. (You may add 
1/16 teaspoon ascorbic acid 
to half-pint jars or 1/8 tsp. to 
pints to prevent darkening). 
Adjust iar lids. Process in a 
pressure canner at 10 pounds 
pressure for 30 minutes for 
half-pints and pints.
